Mr. Vennor has ceased to be a weather 


prophet. His predictions of late have fail- 
ed. In his first predictions for Jnly he 
said there would be a period of intense 
heat on the 23d, 21th, and 25th with 
severe wind storms. The 23d was gen- 
erally clear and cool, tho highest temper 
atnre being 82, and that was at Shrevo- 
port, Louisiana. 
But Vennor revised 


hia prediction iu regard to those dates 
and got farther away than ever. Ho said 
Sunday, tho 21th, would be hot and 
windy. In no place in the United States 
waa tho weather intensely hot on Sun- 
day, and there was comparatively lit- 
tle 
wind with

Monday, hia revised prediction said there 
would bo oppressive heat and storms. 
But Monday tamed oat to be an exceed- 
ingly pleasant day—a moderate tempera- 
ture aud a clear sky. There wero no 
storms iu the United States on that day, 
and in only four places in tho country 
waa there any rain fall and that was light. 
The 2Cth, ho predicted, would see rain 
storms aud wind, but there were no 
storms in any part of tho United States 
if the signal-service reports are correct, 
Mr. Veuuor has failed so oftcu to foretell 
the weather, that people should lose faith 
in his predictions.

NBW.YOKK, July 2G.—Dr. Frank Ham- 


ilton arrived'from Washington this morn- 
ing. 
A reporter found him at IHH house, 


where tho following conversation took

'How was it," asked tiie reporter, "that 


Uia deposit ot pus, which Jir.s caused all 
this recent trouble in the President's case, 
was not discovered sooner?" 


"It waa discovered," answered the doc- 


tor, "by tho goiitlemon in'attendance, 
and that waa the reason that they sent 
for Dr. Agnew and mo. They would 
have opened tho abscess themselves hud 
they not thought tho duty n very respon- 
sible one, and that it would roi]iiire but 
a few hours for us to roach there." 


"How does this complication affect tho 
President's chance of recovero V" 


"Not very materially. 
Ot course it 
produces an impression on tho system, 
but other similar obstructions aud com- 
plications may ensue, and still not cause 
serious alarm." 
"Itias been suggested, doctor, that a 


series of theso abcesses or lateral pus- 
pouches might be apprehended all along 
the track of the wound. 
Is that to be 
feared ?" 


I'They are not likely to occur, because 


this-one has occurred, and the chances 
are more than equal that similar pouches 
will not be formed at all. 
This one had 


special cause—the irregular projection of 
the fractured rib."

"Has anything further been discover- 


ed us to the coitrae of Jthe ball, and its 
present positiou ?" continued tho report- 
er. 


"Yes, I think it has. Tho presumption 


seems to bo, from certain indications, 
that the ball lies iu the right iliac fos- 
sa." 


"Did it enter the peritoneum ?" 
"It is doubtful whether it did." 
"Did it enter the liver?"

A WILD ENGINE. 


MADISON, July 2C.—The two Madison 


companies of State troops ordered to 
Ean Claire to assist tho local authorities 
in preserving order, arrived safely home 
tliin forenoon. Although not required to 
fire the first shot, the boys look the worse 
for wear after their campaign m the val- 
ley of tho Chipwewa. They were hun- 
gry, tired and dust-begriinmed, and are 
glad that the war is over. 
There was a 


vast difference between the rations they 
had and what they had at home,; and 
after the novelty of the occasion wore 
off, there was less poetry iu the life of a 
soldier than is supposed. 


A large crowd was at the depot, assem- 
bled to welcome the veterans back home. 
A procession was formed, with the Gov- 
ernor's Guards on the right, the Lake 
City following, aud carriages containing 
the Governor and staff, the "war corres- 
pondents," and citizens bringing 'up the 
rear. The march was made to the south 
front of the capitol park, where the mili- 
tia wero drawn up in line facing tbe Park 
hotel. Governor Smith addressed them at 
considerable length from the balcony. 
He thanked them for their ready obedi- 
ence to his call, and praised their fine 
soldierly qualities. 


At Eau Claire the local authorities 


Were afraid that the militia would not be 
equal to the work of subduing tUe .mob, 
and wanted to call upon the general 
government for the regular army. 
The Governor gave an account of his 


action regarding the strike from the time 
he arrived at Eau Claire until he left, 
and referred to the salutary ettect the 
appearance of the military had upon the 
rioters. The. guards then gave three 
cheers for "Governor Smith, tho general 
staff add the law abidiug citizens of Eun 
Claire." An original parody on "When 
Johnnie Cornea Marching Home," in 
which there was a number of happy hits 
on the events of the past three days, was 
sung, and the companies wero then dis- 
missed. 


The war of 1881 will long be remem- 


bered by the participants. A careful es- 
timate of what it has cost to preserve or- 
der in Eau Claire for three days places 
the amount at $12,000. A number of 
companies hnre been ordered to reniain, 
and aid the city authorities in case ol an 
emergency. ..:

I think I never saw a more perfect gen- 


tlemau than Henry Clay. He was always 
considerate of the feelings of his brother 
man, and even when sorely •' tried never 
said or did anything which could possi-. 
lily offend the iowliestlot tbevn. I recall 
an instance of this. There lived in for- 
mer eyars a man named tiarbard, who, 
though a rough ; fellow, was an ardent 
admirer oE Mr. Clay uud a personal ac- 
quaintance. 


During one oC Mr. Clay's visits G.ir- 


bard cams up to tho springs, arriving at 
uightfull iu a sad condition o£ intoxication 
Ho wanted to know where Mr. Cliiy was, 
and insisted upon sefiiiif; him. With 
some difficulty we persuaded him Unit 
he must wait until morning, and he tin- 
ally said: "Well, just let me see his foot 
tracks; that will da me to-uigUt. 


The next morning 1 started with a 


friend to Mr. Clay's house, and found him 
surrounded: with distiuguisned gentle- 
men, 
both of this country and abroad. 


There were senators and judges aud for- 
eign ambassadors present, all engaged 
in discussing, I believe, some intricate 
question of foreign policy. Tho gentle- 
men present would throw out some prob- 
lem or other, like a tub to a whale, for 


t Mr. Clay to play with, as it were. Mr. 
i Clay WSH seated at tiie end of the room 


furthest from the door when who should 
come marching into the room but Mr. 
Garbard. He Lad with him, too, an Ital- 
ian dwarf, in fantastic dress with bells'on 
his hat, who was a ventriloquist aud a 
mountebank generally. Ot course tho 
appearance of such a couple in such au 
assemblage created no little commotion. 


Garbard pulled his hat oil', aud inarch-

A Dog's Fidelity. 


From tlio Philadelphia llccord. 


Two weeks ago the attention of a gen- 


tleman passing along the road about half 
a mile from Mill Creek, a station on the 
Germantown and Norristowu Railroad, 
was attracted by the piteous howling of 
a dog iu the outskirts of. a neighboring 
wood. 
On going to the place whence 


the sound proceeded ho found a dog, ap- 
parently a full-blooded water spaniel, 
sitting close by the decaying remains of 
a man whose face was so much decom- 
posed as to bo unrecognizable. 
The 


dead man wiis lying on his back, aud be- 
tween his legs was a double-barrel gun, 
the muzzle pointing towards the man's 
head with one barrel empty. The liam- 
mer of the other barrel was cocked, and 
it was afterward discovered that the bar- 
rel contained a charge ot seven fingers. 
In addition to this there lay- a stick, 


with a fork forming one end of the stick, 
nml this end was in close proximity to. 
the trigger of the discharged barrel. 
Theso fads, together with the mutilated 
condition of tlw dead man's face, were 
evident that tho decaying carcass was 
that of a sucide, and, as the man had 
been seen three days before going in tlio 
direction ot the place where Ids body 
was found, the conclusion was that tie 
had committed the deed three days be- 
fore, and that his faithful dog hud been 
guarding tho dead body ol! his master 
during that time.

ST PAUL, July 20—The train which 


left Minneapolis at 10:40 a. m. arrived at 
Miuuetoka at 11:45, and after discharg- 
ing its passengers, started toward Hop- 
kins Station, where the men employed 
on the train took dinner. When near 
Miuuetoka mills the.traiu collided 'with 
an engine which waa running wild to- 
ward tho lake. The persons on the en- 
gine were Minnie Keeve, who was tele- 
graph operator aud station agent at Hop- 
kins, and the engineer and fireman. The 
train from the lake had no passengers, 
except the conductor and train-men. 
Tho first intimation was the whistle 
for brakes. The firemen and engineers 
on the two locomotives reversed their 
engines and jumped for their lives. Tho 
conductor and two brakemen were stand- 
ing on tho platform ot the rear coach 
when tho whistle blew for brakes, and, 
as he looked from the side of the car aud 
saw the danger, he cried,-"Jump for your 
lives, boys!" and escaped from tho train, 
followed by the men. An attempt was 
made by the engineer aud fireman of the 
wild locomotive to push Miss Keeve 
from the engine, but the movement was 
made so suddenly aud unexpectedly that 
she lost her balance, and, her dress catch- 
ing on some part ot the engine, she could 
not be' extricated.

Wo in Iowa have had experience will 
the potato-bug. Tho first that I saw 0 
them hero at Muscatino was in 1862 
They flourished several years before w< 
wore fully awake to tho necessity o 
destroying them. 


Many remedies were suggested and 


tried with very little eftect. Hand 
picking-was most efl'ectual until we go 
to using Paris green. 
At first we re- 


duced tho poison with ashes or flour 
and sifted it on dry. 
We next mixec 


it with water, and sprinkled tho potato 
vinos with a watering-pot. But las 
and best of all is London purple, mixec 
with water, one tablcspoonful to two 
gallons of water. The London purple 
is much better and cheaper than Paris 
green. I think an aero of potatoes in 
Tested with this 'destructive insect can 
bo saved with this remedy at a cost 01 
four to six dollars! But wo have do 
stroycd so many that I think there are 
not more than one -tenth as many no\\ 
as there were a few years ago. 


I have also had a fight for throe o 


four years with the: canker- worm on irni 
applo-trees. Twoiyoara ago I changcf 
the Paris green for London purple, at a 
saving of throe-fourths of tho cost, ant 
it proved a better article for tho pur 
pose. I take a forty-gallon whisky 01 
kerosene barrel, saw it in two, and 
fasten a hydrppult sprinkling pump in 
tho bottom of the half-barrel, by nail 
ing a strap of leather to hold tho pump 
firmly to the bottom; and another straj 
to hold it fast to the side of tho half 
barrel. Then I have two whole barrels 
with one head out, to hold the water in 
Place them all in a wagon, and drive to 
the orchard. Put three buckets of wa 
ter into the half-barrel, and stir in thro 
small tablcspoonfuls of London purple 
Stir it till it is well mixed with the wa- 
ter, then use tho pump and sprinkle the 
trees thoroughly to tho right and left, 
and on all sides of them. This is tho 
cheapest and most effectual remedy 
have found for tho canker-worm. 


I intend to try London purple for th 


cabbage-worm this year, by using a rag 
w.et with tho poison, nnd rubbing the 
under sides of tho cabbago- leaves with 
it. AU the lower leaves of the cabbago 
are gone before the head is grown. One 
should be careful not to use it after the 
head begins to form. 


I do not think tho ravages of the crir- 


culio can be stopped bv sprinkling the 
trees with London purple. Wo fim 
coal-tar makes a good remedy. Take a 
tin vessel, and put a wiro to it so it can 
bo hold up with a polo under the limbs 
and through the top of the tree. 
Then 
put in kindlings, shavings, hay or straw 
well saturated with coal-tar, set it on 
fire, and smoke tho tree two or throe 
times a week, beginning when tho 
plums are very •'small, and continue 
while tho fruit is growing, or as long as 
there are any marks of the insect. 


The green worm on the roso leaf I 
have killed by sprinkling with London 
purple. I intend to try it on tho stripec 
bug, the squash bug and any other nox- 
ious insects.— Suel Foster, in Examiner 
and Chronicle, 


The Size of the Farm, 


It is true enough that wo cannot have 


immense returns from our farm if we 
do not havo a commensurate amount o! 
land. Wo cannot expect to garner six 
or eight hundred bushols of wheat, rye, 
corn, etc., from a fifty-aero farm. Nev- 
ertheless tho profits" from a farm are 
not always, or very frequently, tho re- 
sult of very largo farms. It is the 
thorough cultivation of tho land we 
have, and making the very best of ev- 
erything that tho profit comes in. Wo 
may have hundreds of acres of land, 
but it may bo unproductive for tho 
reason that wo do not possess tho means 
of properly enriching It. Honco, while 
wo may have capital enough to run t 
moderate farm in tho very best man- 
ner, causing it to yield double tho crops 
that wo could look for*per aero from 
five or six times tho quantity of land, 
wo should utterly fail in making tho 
larger farm profitable at all; but, on 
tho other hand, wo should find it year 
after year making us poorer and poorer, 
until wo should bo completely swamped 
by it. Just look at this simple state- 
ment: If a capital of five thousand dol- 
lars, expended in tho cultivation of two 
(hundred acres, will yield a profit of five 
; hundred dollars, while If It were applied 
to one hundred meres' it would produce 
a profit 'Q|, one thousand dollars, it is 
clear thnt tho income would be Increased 
/b» diminishing by one4ialf tho quantity 


. , 


; .,We have known many a farmer who 
has been bankrupted by n large farm, 
.but who might have acquired a com- 
fortablo .competency on! one-half the 
number of acres. Fanners, as a rule, 
strive to own a largo tract of land, 
without considering that jthey have not 
the capital to work it ns\it should be; 
and that unless ft is so worked it musl 
drag thorn down Instead of building 
them up. / . . ' 


The prudent' man should start only 


with such a steed farm as ho possesses 
tho means of conducting in such a way 
that it will produce him tho largest re- 
turn from tho capital invested. Ho will 
see, then, that he is early gaining pe- 
cuniary strength, and this will relieve 
him from any fears that ho will bo like- 
ly to go down-hill, while tho facts are 
before him as clearly as thev are unde- 
niable, that he is steadily" laying tho 
foundation for his prosperity and in- 
creasing success. Hence, Ictus say in 
conclusion, that if a farmer has one 
hundred acres, it would bo much better 
for him to put the price of another. hun- 
dred on it, than to buy one hundred 
more and make tho same labor produce 
double tho 'crops, nnd not havo double 
labor for double crops as wo so fre- 
quently soo to be tho result— German- 
town Telegraph. 


—Many pretty good cultivators and 


all tho poor onos seem to lock tho nec- 
essary courage to thin crops as they 
should if they would secure the beet re- 
sults. Many a vineyard has been nearly 
ruined because its owner could not bear 
to pick oft and destroy the surplus fruit. 
Tho same is true of pears and other 
fruit crops. Many vegetable crops nood 
tho samo attention, and if they do ro- 
coivo it in time will be greatly improved. 
Mangels, sugar beets and other roots 
are among those that especially need at- 
tention. 
Corn, melons, squashes and 


many other things will also need look- 
ing after in the samo way. Do not neg- 
lect thoso important things if tho best 
results are desired.

ful of rlco in a pint of milk, sweetened 
and flavored to taste.

breakfast-cupful of broad-crumbs with 
a toaspoonf ul of moist sugar woll mixod 
with them. . Lay the crumbs all round 
tho basin thickly with a knife and tho 
rice in tho center. Lay more crumbs 
on tho top and bake half nn hour in a 
quick oven. Eat with jam. 
: 


—To Preserve Cherries.— Take tho 


cherries when they aro fully ripe, and 
stdno them; weigh together tho julco 
and fruit; to. ono pound of them put 
half-pound clear brown sugar. Boll tho 
cherries in j uico for ono hour and a-half ; 
then add tho sugar, and boil fbri ajs 
much longer time; stir them occasion- 
ally, to prevent their burning.; 'jThcy 
are excellent for pics, and should1 be 
stirred for a day or two, to keep! the 
sirup. from settling at tho bottom, j It1 
is. best to put them in rather small fars, 
for the preserve will become acid, if ex- 
posed to the air when tho jar is opened, 
if not soon used. .

—Currant Cake. --Two pounds of 


flour, one pound butter, one pound 
sugar, twp.o.unces candiod peel, tliroe- 
quarters of a pound each of currants. 
and sultanas, three: eggs, two teaspoon- 
fills each of carbonate of soda and' cream' 
of tartar, sufficient milk to ihlx to a 
proper consistency: Hub tho 'biittcr 
and Hour woll together, add 'the 'cur- 
rants, sultanas and sugar, and tho pool 
finely cut. Woll boat the eggs,.- odd the 
mill:, and boat Into tho mlxiuro. !Mix 
tho carbonate ol ;soda and cream of tar-' 
tar with a little milk, and while idfler- 
vcscing pour into tho cake and beat the 
wholo for about live minutes. HaVd 
ready a cake.tin Ihiod with greased pa- 
per, ponr tho mixture into it, aud bake 
In a quick oven till done (about three 
.hours). 


— Noiso may be deadened by a 


bor of simple contrivances. Rubber 
cushions under tho logs of a work- 
bench are nn effective method of dead- 
ening .noise, it being found, as staled, 
that in' a certain factory tho hammering 
of fifty coppersmiths was scarcely audi- 
ble m" tho 'room below, their benches 
having Under each leg a rubber cushion. 
Kegs of sand or sawdust, applied in the 
same way, afford similar immunity. A 
few inches of sand or sawdust being 
first poured into each keg, there is laid 
on it a Doard or block upon which the 
leg rests, and around tho log and block 
is poured fine, dry sand or Sawdust. By 
this simple means it is said, not only all 
noise, but a vibration and shock are. so

This seemed no 
doubt absurd to tho listener, as it will 
to most who road it; for if /there is 'any- 
thing which more than another wo. all 
try to avoid, it ia an incroaso of taxa- 
tion; But .there Is a deep moaning in 
the expression. It • moans that if a 
property is to Increase in va!ue,;one 
must do something himself to make it 
attoro- valuable,1 'oven ; at the risk of 
tiighor taxation. . Wo may carry: this 
Idea into all oi|r yworrimorits, and es- 
pecially this ono of ,<vbed3 in the public 
ttighways. Tho more wo' beautify our 
woperticst the more we attract travel 
t>yit; for pcopla will go in .preference 
where there is something nico to'be 
jeen. Improvements cost something. 
Thoy are taxes. A man" may beautify 
it a groat coat whoa there is no one to 
appreciate his labors. Of course such 
work is thrown away. But no;work is 
thrown away that attnvets travel along 
the highways. •
